THE DES VOEUX ROAD 
MURDER. 


Six Natives. Sentenced to 
7 Death. 


Six natives were placed in’ the dock at 
the Criminal Sessions, held ia the 
Supreme Court, this morning, before the 
Chief Justice (Sir Francis” Piggott) on 
a charge of murdering Shan Cheun, a 
rattan dealer, on November 27th. They 
alfpleaded not guilty. 

The following wore sworn inns jurors :-— 
Messrs P. Davidson, P, D, Gallaway, P. F. | 
Nicholson, J, Lysaught, A. C. Dirricks, A- 
8. Currie, and C. A. Westorberger. 

The Attorney Generl (the Hon. Mr 
Rees Davis, K.C.,) proxecuted on behalf of 
the Crown, while Mr Hy, Calthrop 
defended. 

In. opening the case the Attorney 
Genera! said. the affair took place in 
Des Voeux Road West at about seven 
o'clock. The murdered man was @ rattan 
dealer in Des Voeux Road West and 
all the prisoners had been in the employ 
of the deceased, and, according to the 
story of a servant girl, who was the chiaf 
witness in tho case, all the mes left his 
employ because there had been a dispate 
with them and deceased in regard to the 
refusal of deccased to dismiss ono of the 
women labourers. The evidence of the 
prosecution consisted chiefly of two eye- 
witnesses. ‘The first was the servant gil, 
who would tell tho jury that she'knew all 
tho pri-oners very well, and, in fact, had 
lived with them.in the house whero they 
were employed. Her story was that 
on the night named, at about soven 
o'clock, she went out to do a mission 
for. her mistress, and on her way back 
at the entrance of Chung Hing Street, 
a lane leading into Queon’s Read, and 
a fow yards from deceased’s shop, she saw 
upwards of ten men, cll of whom wore 
her master's former foki, assaulting deceas- 
od. She would say definitely that all the 

isoners were, there, and that, she saw the 
first prisober strike the deceased with a 
knife about a foot long, and all the other 
men were using their fists, Sho saw all of. 
thom either. striking deceased or. holding 
him by his queue. She became alarmed 
and. ran into her master’s shop and 
reported the matter to her mistress. 
The men then appsronily went away 
and :shortly afterwards ceased walked 
back to his shop, bleeding sud in a 
very weak, state, Tho evidence of this 
witness would be corroborated by a rattan 
desler, wh¢ also would speak positively of 
seeing all the prisoners there. He would 
state that the first prisoner hada knife 
and he saw him chop at the deceased, wht 
was ealling oub ‘Saye life.” He also saw 
the sccond prisener.catch hold of deecased 
and some of the other men kick him, Touse 
witness's own expression, they woro bexting 
himat random. This witness would tell tha 
jury that at that timo-the strect~ lamps 
were lighted and tho shop’ near which 
the assault took place was‘ also iliuminat- 
cd, 80 that he hud every opportunity of 
.sceing whe the men. were. . The deceased: 
was subsequently taken to hospital, whoro 
it was discovered that there was a wound 
on the skuli, which had penetrated 
jnto the brain, and thee ‘was also 8 wound 
at the back of the neck. Deceased rallied 
‘somewhat at the hospital; but on- Dacem- 
ber Ist ha bacamo worse, an oporation was 
performed, and he died on December 5th, 
the cause of death, according to the doctor, 
being fracture of the skull, the case being 
hopeless from the first. °'Tsvo knives wore 
found in the first prisoner’a quartora some 
days after the murder, and the Government 
aualyst stated that.on. tho bandle of one 
wos recout-blood,”.
